Chekhov, With Love," the 90-

Wednesday night rolled along 
somberly 
and 
Interminably. 


Even if one was not utterly 
caught up with the correspond- 
ence and problems of the turn- 
of-the-century 
Russian 
play- 


wright, the program was an in- 
teresting experiment in televi- 
sion technique. 


Jonathan Miller, British ac- 


tor-director, adapted the pro- 
duction to television from a 
Russian play which In turn was 
fashioned from the letters of 
Chekhov, his brother, sister, ac- 
tress wife and best friend, revo- 
lutionary 
playwright 
Maxim 


Gorky. 


It came to television less a 


drama than a stylized reading. 
Sir John Glelgud, as the frail 
doctor who abandoned medicine 
to write plays including "The 
Sea Gull" and "The Cherry Or- 
chard" presented a portrait of a 
man who in spite of his tubercu- 
losis had a passion to keep writ- 
ing. 


He was surrounded by such 


excellent British performers as 
Nigel Davenport, Wendy Hiller, 
Peggy Ashcroft and Dorothy Tu- 
ttn. 


The program was shot almost 


completely in closeups. Often 
Gielgud talked from a position 
behind a desk or stretched out 
on a bed. Sometimes there were 
deliberately 
stylized 
back- 


grounds such as paper cut-outs 
of the principals who were being 
talked about. 


While the project must have 


been of vast interest to students 
of the drama, it probably left 
the average television viewer 
cold. Chekhov, let us face it, is 
not exactly a household word in 
America, and even if one enjoys 
his writings, 
not everybody 


cares too deeply about his 
health or other personal prob- 
lems. 


What do television stars do 


when their series are canceled 
and they are out of work? They 
take on guest roles, even when 
they don't get billing. 


And that has been the humili- 


ating fate of a series star of two 
seasons back. Flipper, the lov- 
able dolphin, will be back in a 
minor role In the season's pre- 
miere of "Gentle Ben," on CBS 
Sept. 29.

soap and w a r m (not hot) 
water. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Could you tell me why it costs 
so much to h a v e teeth 
straightened? It's costing us 
hundreds of dollars to have 
our daughter's teeth straight- 
ened. 


ANSWER: It may come as 


a surprise to you, but the cost 
of orthodontic treatment now 
is no more than it was 10 
years ago. And, in fact, many 
types of treatment cost much 
less. This is because tech- 
niques have improved and 
time of treatment shortened. 
I can't think of any service 
or commodity able to boast 
of such a record. Many serv- 
ices and commodities have 
more than doubled in cost in 
those same years. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


My husband got his first set 
of dentures two months ago. 
He's 
getting used to them, 


though he's troubled with 
excess saliva and does a lot 
of spitting. What ca~n.be d6n£i 
about this condition? 


ANSWER: New dentures 


sometimes s t i m u l a t e extra 
flow of saliva. But this is 
usually a temporary nuisance, 
and not a cause for concern. 
I'd suggest swallowing Instead 
of spitting. Not only is it 
socially more acceptable, and 
I n d e e d more sanitary, but 
swallowing keeps dentures in 
place by getting rid of excess 
saliva and creating better
